Mr. Gladstone, when asked for an 
opinion concerning the proposed block- 
ade of tho Greek port of Pirn.'us, wired 
tho Chronicle as follows : "I have no 
information sufBcient for judgment, but 
I detest the whole idea of uainj? force in 
behalf of Turkey, which I think has be- 
come an outlaw." 

The Austrian ironclad Crown Princess 
Steffani, two torpedo catchers and two 
torpedo boats have left I'alaft, Island of 
Crete. 

The Canea correspondent of the Times 
says that he is informed upon tho best of 
authoiity that Col. Vassos is complying 
with the injunction of the powers to ab- 
stain from active hostilities. 

A dispatch to the Times from Canea 
says: " The insureents ha^e intimated 
to the eoDBula that they propose to at- 
tack Halepa in the near future. The in- 
surgents, co-operating with the Greek 
forces, were observed- during the after- 
noon (Wednesday) advanclQg nearer the 
town," 

The adtnirals commanding the foreign 
men-of-war threatened to send the 
marines to force the consulate to remove 
the flaj; unless the Greek consul com- 
plied with the request of the powers in 
this particular. Among the killed at 
Sanakinos were twenty women and sixty- 
one children. 

A despatch to the Daily Mail from 
Berlin says: "Emperor William has 
wired tho Czar requestinfi; a personal in- 
terview owinji to the gravity of Cretan 
alfairs. The lilack Sea fleet has steamed 
from Constantinople under command 
of the Grand Duke Alexis." 

Ariiu.vs, Feb. 18. — M. Skouses, minis- 
ter of foreign afTairs, has replied to the 
last communication from tberepresnn- 
tatives of the powers, saying that it is 
impossible for Greece to recall her tor- 
pedo flotilla so long as the excitement in 
Crete continues. 

In the legislative chamber to-day 
Prime Minister Delyannis announced 
that he had received no authentic news 
of the departure of Turkish troops lor 
Crete. Eeplyint; to qut'stions, Ik' said 
that the government wiia seeking to din- 
cover the motives of the powers in their 
recent action in Crete. The f;overntiient 
had arrived at certain decisions, but was 
unable to impart any information as 
yet. 

Some members declared that the low- 
ering ol the flags of the consulates con- 
stituted the recognition of Greek occu- 
pancy. It ia reported that the cabinet 
council decided to continue an active 
policy. 

The government to-night sent instruc- 
tions to tiie consul at Canea declaring 
that as the towns which the powers ac- 
upied were not held in behalf of Tur- 
key tliey must, like tlie test of Crete, bo 
regardeii its Greek territory. 

C.\Ni:.\, Feb. IS. — .Ml tho Greek con- 
suhites on the islanti oi t'relo have low- 
ered their I1;i!;b. Tlie British and Italian 
tori)edo bouts stopped the (.ireek iron- 
clad llydrii, which was convoying provi- 
sions to the (.ireek cam|). Tho Greek 
Hag was lowered at the retjiieBt of tin' 
foreign admirais, who have dcinanded 
the withdrawal of the marine guard from 
the consulate. The Greek consul ac- 
ceded under protest, declaring that the 
admirals were not competent to deal 
with the question. The Mussulmans 
have become excited, and assumed a 
menacing attittulo since the tirrival of 
the news that lOO Mussulmatis have 
been killed at Sarakinos anil Selinos. 
Another e.x))cdition of Mussulman volun- 
teers is preparing to start for Selinos. 

Col. VassoB, commanding the Greek 
forces, has decided to attack and occupy 
several strategic points. lie is, in tlie 
name of King George, establii-hitig there 
a system of administration. Municipal 
elections are already proceeding and 
mayors have been installed in the tov/n.q 
and viHagea outside of Uanea, Herak- 
lion and Betimo. 

Turkish volunteers and refugees who 
have been brought to Oanea by trans- 
port state that a hundred MusaulmanB 
have been killed at Sarakinos and Seli- 
nos, and an equal number have been 
killed in tho surrounding country. 

ROMi;, Feb. 18.— A special dispatch re- 
ceived here from Larissa, Greece, says a 
thousand Macedonians have crossed the 
frontier and joined the Greek force. 

Bkuli.n, Fob. 18. — It is learned that 
tho proposal of Germany to hlockado 
I'irelus, the port of Athens, in order to 
put a check upon the warlike ardor of 
Greece, was vetoed by Great Britain, 
and there is little prospect of its being 
adopted. This, with other information, 
tends to strengthen the belief that the 
great powers are not seriously opposed 
to Greene. 

\ Paris, Feb, 18.— A dispatch reaeived 



here from Athena says: "King George 
will take command in person of the 
northern army. He is reported to have 
said ho preferred dying in battle to be- 
ing an exiled king." This, according to 
the dispatch, would occur in tho event 
that the king did not take tho lead in the 
present crisis. 

Nuw YoKK, li'eb. IS. — In response to a 
cable message to His Majesty the King 
of Greece, the New York World has re- 
ceived tho following from Athens, 
Greece: " After six months of waiting 
the reforms imposed upon Turkey by 
tho great powers are not put into execu- 
tion. The Turks oppose tho organiza- 
tion of the geusd'armerie (constabulary.) 
On February 3 the Turkish troops be- 
gan the massacres. The Christian quar- 
ters at Oanea were burned. After 160,- 
OOO women and children were refugees 
in Greece, the Cretans in despair 
l)roclaimed their independence and 
union with Gretco. The Hellenic gov- 
eniineiit sent a small armj' to occupy 
Crete, to restore order and [ieace. The 
Ave great powers occupy the four towns 
of Canea, Ketisno, Candia and Sitin. 
All tho remainder of the island is in the 
possession of the Christians. The ex-" 
pressions of sympathy from the great 
American people and Hellenic resi- 
dents in .Vmerica are a precious support 
to lis in the work for the independence 
of Crete, and we thank them sincerely.

London, Feb. 18. — A scene was created 
in flhe House of Commons to-day by 
John Burnes, socialist member for the 
Battersea division of Clapham and Bat- 
tersea. The occasion was the debate on 
the proposal to erect a new hall for the 
use of the London county coancil. In 
the courae of the discussion Mr. Burns, 
himself a member of the county coancil, 
made an attack upon the Pall Mall Ga- 
zette, owned by Wm. W, Astor, because 
of its opposition to the proposal. The 
opposition of the paper to the erection of 
a new building on tho site of the pres- 
ent one, he said, was purely in the in- 
terest of Mr. Astor, whose house ad- 
joined the council building. In conclud- 
ing bis remarks Mr. Burns said he could 
stand a decent dnke or a militant mar- 
quis, but he could not endure the mis- 
erable and ungentlemanly conduct of a 
now millionaire. 

William Waldorf Astor has announced 
that he ■will subscribe $5,000 annually 
toward the Prince of Wales London hos- 
pital fund to coiiunemorate the record 
reign of the titieen. 

A copy of the ueneral arbitration treaty 
and President (Cleveland's message on 
the subject to the senate was issued in 
the Mouao of Comuions to-ni};ht. 

While a force of workmen were en- 
gaged to-day lowering a boiler into tho 
new Spanish cruiser. Princess of the 
Asturias, which is being fitted out at the 
naval yards at Cadi;;, the tackle gave 
way and the boiler fell into a gathering 
of men below, killing six of them and 
seriouslj' injuring ten others. 

The Grand Duke George of Russia, 
the Cziirewitch, the yoniij^er brother of 
the Czar and heir i)resuni|)tivo to the 
throne, who has been in bad lieallh for 
a long time past, has started on a sea 
cruise. He will first proceed to Con- 
Btnnlinople. 

The German loans conversion bill 
jnissed its second reading to-day in the 
reicbstag alter several aiuendmenls pro- 
posed by ilerr Eichter, the people's 
leader, had bean rejected. 

MURDBBED AND MUTILATED. 

Terrible Tragedy in the Neighborhood of an 
Indian Agency. 

WiNON.v, .N. I)., Feb. 18.— A terrible 
tragedy was discovered one mile from 
this place to-day, on the ranch of Rev. 
Thomas Spicer. The horribly mutilated 
bodies of Mr. and Mrs. Spicer, their 
daughter, Jlrs. Wm. Rouse, with her 
one year old twin boys, and the 
aged Mrs. Wildron, the mother of the 
postmaster of this place, were distovered 
scattered about the ranch. There is as 
yet no positive clue to tho perpetrators 
of tlie horriblo crime. Tho appear- 
ances about the ranch, the condition 
of the bodies and some other circum- 
stances have led to ihe suspicion 
that an Indian who was seen in the 
neighborhood of the ranch yesterday was 
the rimrderer. The bodies were terribly 
mutilated with axes and clubg. The 
Standing Rock Indian reservation is not 
far from the scene.

To Tin; Editor :— If section 20 of the 
Companies' Act, which provides that no 
company shall commence buaineas until 
ten percent, ofita capital shall be paid 
up in caali, becoine.s law, then good-bye 
to belter times, and it will prove itself 
the aeverest blow to the development of 
the mines of this Province it ia possible 
for thoughtleaa let^islation to devise. 
What does it mean'^ Legislation for the 
rich ; as it would debar many good hon 
est bnsinesa men from banding to 
getber and forming themselves into a 
company, for the aimple reason they 
could not put op the necesaary per cent. 
Again, hundreds of claima would never 
be onened up at ail, for the bulk of the 
cash to do this now comes 
from the sale of treasury stock, 
in Binall sums of ^50, .filOO, and so on. 
Again, the poor prospector who locates a 
'valuable claim, or what he thinks will 
prove 80 with development, -would be 
forced to sell to the one buyer, the well- 
to-do man — as tbe bulk of buyers are 
men with moderate capital, would not 
buy, as they apajn would not put up the 
10 per cent. This section will kill the 
mining industry, iuat aa it promises to 
enrich the province. I, On behalf of 
many good basinesB men with whom I 
have epoken in this matter, mnat appeal 
strongly to all members of tbe house to 
consider what they are proposing to do, 
viz., ruin the province. It means noth- 
ing else. 

There are rogues in every buaincss, but 
it was never intended the many who 
conduct their businesa on straightfor 
ward lines should bo hampered or de 
barred altogether from sharing in carry- 
ing on the same. Get after the rogues 
by all means; make naisrcpresentation 
in prospectuses punishable by heavy 
fines or imprisonment. You will always 
find dissatisfied shareholders will hunt 
up anything wrong and bring it home. 
It ie tlieir interest, and where money ia 
concerned it is a atront; one. Again, the 
public must "bo given credit for hav 
ing ordinary husinesB senge, and when 
they buy milling aliarea tliey are fully 
aware they take EOiiie risk. Do not treat 
the people aa if Ihey were a lot of babies 
Section 20 never can stand, or you deal 
British Oolumbia the heavieat blow she 
baa had for many a long year, and just 
as she was beginning to go ahead. Wipe 
out section 20 altogether or kill the 
mining industry, Thomas Kitciiin.

VANCOUVER. 

Vanooitvhb, Feb. 18,— Much inconTeu- 
ience has been caused in Vanconyer re- 
cently by tho non-arrival of Eastern 
Canadian newspapers, due to tlio block- 
ading of the C.P.R, nt points eiiat of 
Winnipeg. Ordinary mail matter arriv- 
ed as UBiml by the Soo link. 

Again Detective Haywood of this city 
haa distinguielied liiinaolf, in couneetion 
with tho arrest in New VVestmineter of 
two or more worn hers of the Bruce 
O'eigbton gaDBi hotli wanted for depre- 
jatiojjg jj^re^nd in the State of Wash- 
ington. Detecti'r^ Haywood cauglit his 
man on the Eraser river, tnS feilpw hav- 
ing seized a boat and put off, with tho 
detective in pursuit in a second boat, 
whicli overtook liim, tiio man making no 
further resiatance. The second member 
of the Rang was at the same time arrest- 
ed by Detective JIcLean of this city, who 
brouclit him to a halt after beinc com- 
pelled to fire at liira witli a revolver. 
These are the only remaining members 
of the Creightoii who aio now all 
safely locked up, which practically puts 
. an end to Vancouver's recent carnival of 
oHme. 

Largely a'otet\deJ revival services are 
beiuft held at tho First Baptist church hv 
the Rev, li. W. Tiotter, of Victoria. It 
is hoped as a result of these services that 
large additions will be made to Baptist 
church nieiiiherahip in this city. 

Judge Bole has sucgosted to tho mem- 
bers of the l)iu' liere, that notices of 
motion be published in tho press, so as 
to oblain desirabk' )mblicity, evim if 
advertisement rates should have to be 
paid. His Honor remarked that the 
press was a most valuable adjunct to tho 
administration of justice. 

The clearing of btush from city lots is 
not now proceeding at as rapid a rate as 
before, in consequence of the speedy de- 
parture from town of time expired 
vagrants, sick of a.city which, they say, 
" cruelly compels them to work for a 
jail living," It is noted as a result of 
the occupation thus found for men of 
ample leisure, Init uo means, that the 
vagrant fraternity has become a dimin- 
ishing quantity in Vancouver. Petty 
thefts and " hold up's " are consequently 
becoming few in number. 

The masquerade ball of tho Sons of 
Herrmann society, held in tlie Dunn 
hall last night, was a great succest. It 
was attended by more than 200 guests 
and tho music, dancing and costumes 
were alike attractive. 

The angry controversy concerning the 
Society for the Propogation of the Gos- 
pel's grant to Bishop Dart haa now 
closed, after the insertion of jnumerous 
letters in the local press, most of these 
strongly defending the position of tne 
Bishop and the English Church society. 
It is understood that Bishop Dart will 
shonly visit Eastern Canada en route 
for England, and before attending the 
Pan-Anglican synod at Lambeth, appeal 
to chuvchmen generally for further aid 
towards the growing demands of hre 
huge Mainland diocese. 

Tlie lecture recently given on Siberia 
by Dr. De Kannet has realised a net 
amount of $175 towards the High school 
library fund, which the school board will 
be asked to supplement. At least ifSOO 
will be required to make the modest' be- 
ginning of this necessary adjunct to 
Vancoa vet's High school. 

The Philharmonic concert in aid of the 
Indian famine fund will realise a very 
substantial, net amount, the total of 
which is not yet fully ascertained. 

In the list of consular and vice-con- 
sular representatives for Vancouver 
already published, the name of Mr. J. 
Mctiuillan, consul general lor Ecuador, 
was inadvertently omitted. 

The city authorities are rounding up 
property owners failing to comply with 
the recjuiremonts of the health by-law, 
and aiuimherof delin(iuents have been 
ordered within one month to conform to 
the local sanitary regulations. 

On the Golden Eagle mine, Lillooet, 
tlie tunnel is now in 8(3 feet. There was 
a supposition that at C7 feet, where 
schist was struck they had run against 
the hanging wall. They continued 
driving in the tunnel, however, and 
found that the slate or schist met with 
contained free gold in paying quantities, 
and the wall has not yet been struck 20 
feet further on. The tunnel will be con- 
tinued until the porphyry dyke is struck. 
At 01 feet in No. 1 tunnel a shaft has 
been sunk 13 feet through solid rich 
quartz containing fiee gold abundantly 
visible to the naked eye. 

WESTMINSTER. 

Webtminsteu, Feb. 18^— Many West- 
minster men are locating gold claims 
around Harrison lake and Pitt lake. 
About Harrison lake in particular more 
than 100 claims have been staked since 
Augnst, the pioneer discoverer being 
Mr. J. O. "Trethewey, whose claim, the 
Providence, has paid from the grass 
rock, and is steadily shipping ore to the 
Everett smelter. The ore is stated to 
assay $200 to the ton at a depth of 17 
feet, and is gold, intermingled with a 
fine grade of silver and lime-yielding 
quarti;, which last greatly facilitates the 
process of smelting, fthiny hero think 
that the Harrison l^ake district may be- 
come a second Trail Creek. 

Police Magistrate Atkinson convicted 
a number of Chinese gamblers here 
yesterday. Two turned Queen's evi- 
dence and lot oil' with a caution. 

It is reported that a vegetable can- 
nery may be built near New Westmin- 
ster in the early future, and land in the 
Mud Bay district is suggecfted as being

A balance of $8,100 is, however, still line 
to the vendors, and is to bo paid in uO 
days from tho date of the expiration of 
bond on tho 15th inst.

THE GOVERNMENT 

AND THE RAIZyVAYS. 

An article appeared in a recent issue 
of the Toronto Globe with all the promi- 
nence of the leading place and double 
leading. It was an argument for thejgov- 
ernment control of raihvays. The first 
proposition laid down ia that railway 
companies will not compete for the pub- 
lie benefit. Practically, siiys the Globe, 
there is but one railway corporation 
from one end of Canada to the other. We 
([uote : 

Tht' idea lliat the Canadian Pacific 
and the Grand Trunk railways would 
co.-.tinue to wage ujionone another a war 
111 wlueh both imist lose, while they 
iiave it in their power by combination 
!■! charge whatever the traffic will bear, 
id one that cannot be entertained for a 
moment by ahyone who knows the ways 
uf business ami the ways of the world. 
They will, of conrse, stop at the point at 
which rates would become prohibitory 
and so destroy buainees, but short of 
tliat there is no possibility of control 
over them except State control. 

The Globe bases its claim for the State 
of the right to interfere in the control of 
railways upon the fact that " they owe 
their very existence to the right to ex- 
propriate private jn'ojjerty." We think 
tlie claim of the State has a deeper 
foundation than this. Railways 'obtain 
by legislation certain franchises which 
are in the nature of monopolies. There 
is an implied obligation on the part of 
the company to exercise the franchise 
thus conferred for the advantage of the 
public. The laihvay corporation and 
the railway francliiee are creatures of 
legislation, and it ia never to be pre- 
sumed that this creation was for 
any other object than to advance 
the welfare of the community. 
When the jiowers wiiich the legis- 
lature haa thus conferred are 
used to tiie imhlic injury, or when they 
are not being used for the public advan- 
tage, the legiHhiture haa clearly the 
ri^lit to interfere. If a railway cum 
yany expropriates a piece of private ])ro 
■psrty for its right of way, and after- 
wurds ceases U> use it for that purpoBO, 
the land reverts to its former owner, 
even though no express legislation pro- 
viderf that it shall do so. All fraachiBus 
i^raiited in derogation of ])ublic or pri- 
vate rigtits aro in the nature of trusts, 
and if the trust is violated the franchise 
may bo forfeited. Upon the principle 
involved in this doctrine, a legislature 
has the undoubted right to provide that 
the powers and franchises which 
it confers upon a corporation 
shall be exerciacd for the public 
bjnefit and ia iteulf the Eolo and final 
judge of the necessity for interference, 
We take it that upon this point there is 
no room for doub^ whatever. The ques- 
tion of the expediency of exercising this 
power is another matter. In the United 
fc'tatea there is the Interstate Commerce 
CjHimission and in many of the states 
there aro local railway commisaioners. 
These dual with various phasea of the 
traffic question and, while some mis- 
takes have been made, the consensys of 
opinion is that they have proved 
on the whole a public advantage. 
The great demand that is going 
no for lower freight rates throughout 
the I>oi tliweat, and especially tlie claims 
that have been put forward in behalf of 
government control of the Crow's Neat 
Pass railway when built, indicatp that 
in one portion of Canada at least tlie 
ruling rates of freight are regarded ns 
excessive. There are, of course, two 
■ sides to the story, ami one of the pur- 
poses of a permanent railway commis- 
sion would be to make the other side 
public. We aro not, however, sure that 
the country is ready for the assumption 



Till':!!!-; ia some prospect that the Ore- 
gon legislature may adjourn to-day with 
out electing a eenator. Ordinarily this 
would be a matter of very little import- 
ance, but owing to the political com 
plexionof the United States senate every 
vote counts on the tariff question, and it 
is said that unless Oregon sends a high 
protectionist to succeed Senator Mit- 
chell, or re-elects that gentleman to suc- 
ceed himself, it is more than doubtful 
if the proposed new tarifl' can be car- 
ried. 

Mil. FitANK Ai.i.i.sT.iiAst, of Kamlooi)g, 
has written the Colo.n'ist a very long 
latter aud stipulates that it shall not ho 
criticized unless the whole letter ia 
printed. As we cannot comply \yith 
this stipulation, for some portions of the 
letter are utterly irrelevant to any public 
question, we are obliged to return it to 
him. We regret this the less since Mr. 
Allingham appears to have anticipated 
such a result. Ho will have the benefit, 
therefore, of our expected declinature. 

TuK Seattle Times thinks that the re- 
cent manoeuvres of the United .States 
navy have demonstrated, among other 
things, that notwithstanding all modern 
appliances in the way of electric search- 
lights a swift sailing steamer could get 
alongside one of tlie big ironclads undi- 
cover of darkness and blow her out of 
the water with torpedoes. This goes to 
show that it takes more than dollars to 
make an efficient navy. 



Rev. Dr. Milligan, of Toronto, has felt 
called upon to warn his congregation 
against being drawn into the vortex of 
mining speculation, and seemed inclined 
to find fault with thenewepapers for giv- 
ing great prominence to mining matters. 
Without a fuller report of the reverend 
gentleman's remarks than we have at 
hand, it is not possible to pass judgment 
upon them, but that he is not without 
warrant in directing his attention to the 
matter will, we think, be admitted by 
all persons who are in a position ami are 
willing to form an honest opinion about 
it. No true friend of British Columbia 
desires to see the people of 
the Eastern provinces or elsewhere 
misled into rash mining specula- 
tions. Everyone, who has the 
welfare of our province at heart, vrill 
join with us in an expression of regret 
that unscrupulous speculators are tak- 
ing advaiitago of the great results and 
greater promise of mining development 
to foist upon the public schemes which 
are unworthy of serious consideration 
for a single moment. At the same time 
it is extremely difficult to know where 
to draw the line. No responsible news- 
paper would knowiimly admit to its 
columns the advertiseinent of a " fake " 
mining concern. l!ut how can it decide 
a matter of this kind in advance? It ie 
not so long ago that Le Roi stock was 
being ofl'ered for 10 cents a almre, 
and the oiler was regarded by nine 
people out of ten ns a plain gambling 
proposition. Yet that same stock ia 
now worth almost as many dollars. A 
newspaper published in a neighboring 
city declined to recommend the purchase 
of this stock at 10 cents, and the party 
having it to dispose of left the town 
without making a sale. Other instances 
of a similar nature could be cited. There 
is absolutely uo way by which a news- 
paper can tell in advance whether a mine 
or mining stock advertised in its columns 
ia such as warrants investment. 

Tn regard to mining news, every paper 
desires to print only the facts ; but it be- 
ing impossible to verify all statements 
coming from the mining districts, or 
even a majority of them, the alinoat in- 
variabl-) practice of careful news- 
papers is to give the authority 
upon which its news of this class 
is printed, leaving its readers to judge of 
its value for themselves. To Dr. Milli 
gan it may seem that the reports from 
British Columbia mining fields must 
necessarily be gross exaggerations. As 
a rule they arc not, as ho would know if 
he would visit the mining camps him- 
self and see what is being done and what 
is in prospect. As a matter of fact most 
of the news is given very guardedly 

Nevertheless it is unfortunately only 
too true that a number of pettifogging 
schemers are taking advantage of the 
mining development of this Province to 
lleeco the unsuspecting public. We know 
of only one way inwhicbtocbeckmate their 
nefarious schemes, and that is for the 
press to keep the public on their guard 
against this new class of confidence men 
— that is new to Canada. 

So far as the purchase of stock in com 
panieB started in good faith ia concern- 
ed, intending buyers ought to exerciae 
the utmost caution. There is not 
much necessity for saying this on the 
Coast as there is in the East. Here 
people generally know pretty well what 
they are doing when they buy mining 
stock. They know that the jiurchaae of 
cheap stocks ia speculation jjunj and 
simple and when they buy tlioin lliey 
so with their eyes open. A man out 
liere who would comiilain that he made 
a loss by buying $1 stock for 5 or 10 
cents would simply be laughed at. In 
the East it may be otherwise, and prob- 
ably is. People there are not so closely 
in touch with mining matters as they 
are here. They do not realize what it 
takea to convert a mere jirospect into a 
jiroducing mine. They do not under- 
stand that among the thousamla of claims 
staked out there must necessarily be a 
large percentage that are of no earthly 
value. But the fault does not lie wholly 
with the press, or even with the promo- 
ters of stock companies. The buyers, 
who may lose their money, must direct 
ly bear a large measure of the responsi' 
bilily. When Eoinething nominally 
worth a dollar is ofl'ered for live cents 
any person with an ounce of common 
sense must know that there is some ele 
meufc of chance in the matter. If there 
was not, no such offer would 
be made. When the stock 
of a .mine is worth par, it 
is not sold for such fractional 
prices as those which usually attract 
the buyers for whom Dr. Milligan 
speaks, and it is preposterous to sup 
pose that they do not know this. Any 
man fit to live without a guardian knows 
the element of risk involved in buying 
development shares in a mining corpor- 
ation. It is largely because the gam- 
bling instinct is so strongly developed 
in most people that schemes which are 
purely speculative, not to call them by 
a harsher name, succeed, and their pro- 
motersjget rich at the expense of a lot of 
people who are willing to take the 
ciiance of getting something for nothing, 
or next to it.

Southern Company never has been any 
secret. Whenever extensions of thp 
fraachise have been asked he iiaa in- 
formed the house of his interest in the 
company and refrained from voting. He 
became a member of the corporation be- 
fore he became a minister of the Crown, 
and it has yet to be held that a man for- 
feits any j}f his private' rights by becom- 
ing a miniuter. It -has not been said, 
and it cannot be truthfully said, that 
Gol. Baker has even indirectly used his 
position as a member of the government 
to obtain any advantage for the com- 
pany. In fact, his whole connection 
with it has been open and above board, 
known of all men and avowed on every 
necessary occasion. 

Why should anyone think that the B. 
C. Southern should be treated difl'erent- 
ly from other railway com))anieB having 
land subsidies? If- its grant should be 
declared forfeit because the roacl has not 
been built, why should not otiner com- 
panies be treated in the same way? The 
truth of the matter ia that during the 
recent depreasion not oven big land 
grants could induce • capitalists to put 
money into railways. 

Dr. Walkom either ought not to have 
made his attack upon the Provincial 
Secretary or he should have been pre- 
pared with some colorable excuse for it. 
The incident ended without any great 
amount of harm being done, but the 
province would not have lost anything 
if it liad not occurred, 

Mr. llelmeken'a remarks indicated 
that when the 1?. C. Southern '■ ambig- 
uity " bill comes into committee a some- 
what lively discussion may bo antiid- 
pated, an idea that was much strentli- 
ened when Dr. Walkem declared bis in- 
tention of moving for the repeal of the 
company's subsidy.

Andrew Bell, of Montreal, who is mak- 
ing his Srat trip to the Coast in the in- 
terests of the Globe Rubber Co. of Que- 
bec, ia at the Driard. He haa just been 
initiating himself in the ways of a min- 
ing country, for he visited Rossland and 
tlm principal mining districts of the in- 
terior, and what seenia a siirjirise to liis 
innocent mind is that every storekeeper 
there appears to be a mine owner as 
well. 

Henry Hay, formerly mayor of West- 
minster, ia down from Kaslo to recuper- 
ate from a bad attack of grippe and is at 
theOriental, private business being partly 
the cause of his visit to Victoria.

A sailor, well diaoiplined in the art of 
telling a good story, entertained a few 
water-front frequenters just before the 
steamer Rosalie took ber departure for 
the Sound last evening. He was leaving 
for PortTownaend, where he expected 
to rejoin the tug Enterprise — hailing 
from that port— which he had left in 
trouble on Tuesday last. The tug, he 
Bays, broke her shaft and lost her pro- 
peller about o'clock Tuesday evening, 
when half way between Steward and 
Pender islands. When he and an- 
other of the crew atarted for 
Victoria about four hours after 
the accident the vessel was perfectly 
helpleaa and drifting with the tide. She 
was on her return to Port Townsend, 
having taken a crew to Obemainns for 
the bark Lyderhorn, now in Eequimalt. 
Iv. W. Smith — for such is the name the 
ailor gives — says he left the Enterprise 
in a small boat, in which he reached 
Sidney after a distressing and exciting 
voyage. He left the vessel in company 
with another individual, whose courage 
failed him long before the travels were 
at an end. After passing Moresby island 
Smith describes his voyage aa terrible. 
One had to bail water continually 
while the other labored at the oars. This 
experience lasted for several hours until 
linally the sea growing too rough they 
were obliged to put back to Moresby 
island, where the discouraged ones are 
atill aupposed to be. On reaching shore 
Smith built a fire on the beach and lay 
down with his feet to the blaze, tired 
and exhausted. " I waa so fatigued," 
he e.Kplainnd, " tiiat wheal was aroused 
from my slumbers I found the shoes 
burnt oil' my feet and the lower part of 
my pants all deatroyi'd. That's the 
reason why I have these old things on 
me now — and he exhibited in evidence 
a typical pair of sailor's jeans and a big 
coarse pair of shoes. Among those he 
was addressing was S. M. Harned, an 
old school mate of his, who was also 
bout to take the boat for Port Tow^js- 
iid, having been visiting Victoria lor 
the purpose of engaging sailors, some 
half dozen of whom he had with him. 
He represents Thomas Newman, who 
handles the agency at PortTownaend for 
supplying crews to vessels, and hia pres- 
ence in the city yeaterday was fortunate. 
Kleven of the crew which the ICiiter- 
prise brought over for the Lyderhorn 
ippeared in the provincial police court 
e.sterday inorniiig and as their griev- 
nce largely concerns 3fr. Newman, the 
liter's rejiresentative being h(u-e was 
ible to ex])lain that he (Mr. Newniiin) 
would be here to defend himself this 
iiiorning. Mr. Newman was on board 
the l-^nlerpriso but, that vessel, Mr. 
Harned states, is now safe at Port 
Townsend. The trouble for which the 
leven sailors now find themselves in 
jail ariaea from their refusal to work on 
board ship. The men, who include onc^ 
of the wrecked Puritan's sailors and 
wlio ■ is well known to the 
police, claim to have been the 
Biibjei^ts of a conspiracy at the hands of 
Newman to defraud tlieni out of hard- 
irned money. They shippi-d on condi- 
tion that I hey each receive .'i-tu advance, 
but they discovered that when accotiiits 
were settled up their board hills left 
them little of a balance besides tlie 
money advanced. This should not be, 
they consider, as in some cases not 
more than two or three days' accounts 
had been ran.

Mr. Speaker took tliechairat2o'clock. 

After prayers by Kev. S. Cleaver, 

Mr. Cotton presented the netition of 
the Cottonwood River B. C. Alluvial 
^•Gold MininR Co. of Britieh ' Col ii m bia 
.'(Foreign), to confirm them in the poa- 
^eeaaiOD of their.riglitB in thia Province.

SPEAKIilt'tl KL-LIN'G. 

The ruling of Mr. Speaker on Tueadaf 
on the motion of Mr. Macpherson in rer 
gard to the sale of lands for fishing sta- 
tions, was handed down in printed form. 

lind reaos ! 

"The motion of the hon. second mem- 
ber for Vancouver (Mr. Macpherson) 
fieks the house to (leQqitely instruct th^ 
government with resfiect to the opera- 
tion of the Land Act, in so far as the pro- 
visions of that act deal with lands upon 
the sea coast and upon navigilble rivers, 
etc., available for fishing stations. The 
motion is important and sweeping in 
pcop? and character, and if passed by 
the ho'us5 i'iiust be accepted by the gov- 
ernment as an imperative instruction. 
Had the matter come before the house 
in the form of a bill it would be out of 
order as attacking the prerogative of the 
crown both upon the power to deal with 
crown lands and to initiate legielation 
for the administration of the lands be- 
sides, and I am of opinion that in 
its present form being mandatory in its 
expreaaion and intent, the resolution 
would have all the effects of a bill, since 
its passage would compel the Govern 
ment to bring down an amendment to 
the Land Act or adopt the only alterna- 
tive open to them (see Speaker's deci- 
sions, pp. 74, 75, 77, 126, 138 and p. 3(1, 
journals of thia house, 18S7). I rule the 
resolution out of order in its present 
form. 

Mr. Hume moved for a return show 
ing: 

(a.) The amount of timber dues col 
lected from each mill owner in West 
Kootenay, giving the name of eaci 
owner and amount paid by such owner 

(b.) Tlie amounts collected from com- 
panies or private parties upon cordwood, 
giving name of companies and amounts 
paid by each ; 

(c.) Giving the names of collectors and 
amounts collected by each for the year 
1896. 

The Premier had no objection to the 
returns, but he reminded members that 
the amount of work necessitated by the 
number of extended returns asked for 
was apt to make more help reijuired in 
thei lands and works department. 

The motion was carried. 

Mr. Kellio introduced a bill to incor- 
porate the Trail Water Co., which was 
read a first time and referred to the pri- 
vate bills committee, 

Mr. Macpherson moved, seconded by 
Mr. Forster, for copies of all correspon- 
dence, including sarveyors' reports, re 
lating to lEiny lands alienated or leased 
under the provisions of the "Land Act, 
1896. 

This was carried. 

Dr. Walkem moved, seconded by ^Ir 

Helmcken, for all correspondence be- 
tween any nioniber of tiio government 
and County Court Judge Forin, either 
before or after his appointment as a 
county court judge, in connection with 
his apjjointment of stijjendiary magis- 
trate, with the accompanying emolu- 
ment of !f500 per annum, for the pur- 
pose of givinu' efl'ectto the "SmallDebta 
Act." 

Dr. Walkem in support of his resolu- 
tion said that the institution of the 
Small Debts court bad transferred a 
quantity of the County court work to the 
Small liebta court, and he objected to 
the province giving the Oounty court 
judges additional eqiolument to the 
salaries paid by the Dominion, and 
losing the fees that would have been 
brought in if the cases were tried in the 
County court. 

Hon. Mr. JOberta had no objection to 
the motion, but wished to explain the 
position of Judge Forin. The duties of 
Judge I'orin were very onerous, as ho 
had not only to ])erforiii those of County 
court judge, but aleo to act as local judge 
of the Supreme court. The County 
court judges liad be«i appointed by the 
Dominion on the distinct understanding 
that the province was to supplement the 
salaries oy a ^eum of at least $500 for 
their duties .as .Btipendisry- magistrate, 
and with a view to carrying out the wish 
of the house expressed last session, an 
arrangement had been made with Judge 
Form that for the additional sum of f 300 
he waa to sit in the Sm»Il Debts court 
and to hand in all the fees to the pro- 



vince. He desired to make thia ex- 
planation to the house and the membera 
he believed would agree with him. 

In reply to a question by Mr. Helmc- 
ken the Attorney-General stated that 
the making of a similar arrangement in 
regard to other districts was being very 
carefully considered by the government, 
but that they bad certain diflicultiea to 
overcome owin|| to the fact that in some 
caees the salaries obtained by stipen- 
diary, magistrajtes were small. - 

The'resolutioh was jpasaed. ' • _ 

Mr. Graham movea, seconded by Mr. 
OottoU) for a return of all applications 
for coal lands'nt Rock Creek and White 
Lake, East Yale, and also of all corres- 
pondence'relating thereto. 

This was carried, 

Mr. Macpherson asked the Chief Com- 
missioner of Lands and Works: What 
steps have been taken, if any, to know 
that the various railways in the prov- 
ince are complying with the " British 
Columbia Railway Act? " 

Hon. Mr, Martin replied : , 

" Railway companies have been re- 
quired to file plans and hooka of refer- 
ence of the line of their ro^ids; and to 
guard against the obstruction of liigh- 
ways and bridges; to give notice when 
their railways have been completed and 
are ready for the safe conveyance of pas- 
sengers. The said railways have then 
been inspected by engineers appointed 
by the government. The railway com- 
panies within the legislative authority 
of this province have been furnished 
with copies of the British Columbia 
Railway Act and their attention dirtcted 
to its provisions and the necessity for 
compliance therewith. 

MASTEKS ASD .SlCHVA.N'rS. 

IIo/i. Mr. Eberts in moving the second 
reading of the Master and Servant act 
stated that as the acts of fCngland in 
force in only became law here in so 
far as they were applicable to this jjro- 
vinco, it was thought best to bring in 
this act. It had been found to work 
very well in Ontario and it was intro- 
duced here with a view to assisting the 
w'orkingman. The act gave master and 
servant a chance to enter into an ar- 
rangement whereby to a certain extent 
they were partners, but it was provided 
that while an agreement could be made 
between master and servant bo that the 
employe might participate in the profits 
of the business, yet the workmen were 
not liable as partners for the debts of 
the concern. Otherwise a hardship 
might result to the workman. Mr. 
Eberta also explained the provisions, of 
the act as already published and moved 
for the second reading of the bill. 

Mr. Semlin, while in sympathy with 
the intention of ameliorating the condi- 
tion of the workingman, did not approve 
of clause S, which provided that bar- 
gains between master and servant made 
O^^Ride the province for services to be 
rendei^d in British Columbia, should be 
binding it tu^y °^ ^"''^ nature as 
would have been tilling if made within 
the province, Ho tliOUg^:^ thap this was 
just the reverse oi .".a H'.ien iBOUf 
iind he did not approve of it. 

Mr. Kennedy would like to see some 
amendment introduced in committee to 
prevent an employer who was tricky be- 
ing able to defraud a workingman with 
whom he had an agreement, by making 
it appear as if there were no profits to 
divide. 

The second reading was then Carrifed. 

11. C, SOUTHEKN Il.MLWAY AID ACT. 

The Attorney-General in moving the 
second reading of the " act to correct an 
ambiguitv in the B. C. Southern Rail- 
way aid act, 1894," stated that in 1894 
when the consolidation was made of the 
acts relating to the Crow's Neat and the 
B. C. Southern Railway it was not con- 
templated to convey any extension of the 
land grant to the third section of the 
road from the central section to the 
coast, but only to coiillrm the existing 
land grant. No grant was ever made, 
nor was it intended to give one for the 
coast section, nor did the prpmoterB 
themselves ever make such a claim 

Mr. Helmcken could not for the life of 
him understand why the house should be 
asked to pass an act which was entitled 
" An act to specilically correct an am 
biguity," and so foith. In looking at the 
history of this road he found that the 
first act relative thereto was passed in 
188S, when it was incorporated as the 
Crow's Nest railway. Now it seemed 
lost sight of the fact that one of the es 
aential sections of the act, section 24, dis 
tinetly set forth that the company was 
to commence its work within two years 
from the passage of the act and must 
complete its construction in five years 
from the time the act was passed, time 
being specially declared to be material 
and the essence of the contract. He did 
not know of any other railway act con^ 
taining a aimilar clause. However, he 
was not going to oppose any legislation 
that would restore 20,000,000 acres to the 
public domain. His object in making 
these remarks was there was on the mo 
tion paper a motion in fiis name for the 
repeal of the land grant to this railway. 
He had intended to bring down this 
motion in support of the principle which 
he tiioughl should be carried out now, 
and he was sure that the government 
would agree with him that when a rail 
way company or any other company or 
person or persons had conferred upon it 
by the government a certain land grant 
upon certain conditions that it ought to 
be the duty of the donees to carry on the 
work and proceed with its completion 
within a reasonable time, or on the 
other hand it ought to bo in the power 
of the government to do away witli that 
crown grant of land, declare it forfeited 
and restore such land to the public 
domain and bring it uiuler the land laws 
of the province. As to wliat the Attorney 
General called " an ambiguity " there 
were but four sectiona in the act of 1894, 
and surely that house would not like to 
state that its legislation in 1894 was so 
loose that the legislature had allowed 
the two words " and C " to slip in. Now 
it was desired to rescind these wards and 
reduce the grant to its original propor- 
tions. He had no objection to that, but 
he did object to the head lines of this 
present bill. Ifo did not want it to go 
lorth that the house made a contract one 
year and annulled it the next. Their 
policy in the paat had been to make 
these grants to railway companies and 
otliera, and let them do as they pleased. 
Now they found that they had 
made an error and • ho thought 
it was about time they set about 
correcting it, but, on the other hand, 
it would Be as well that people or any 
I)erson or company who obtained a char- 
ter from this legislature should know 
that unless they did proceed with their 
work and expeditiously performed it 
within a reasonable time the legislature 
would insist that the public should have 
their riKhts and that the land should go 



ho found that the company had done 
something and that it might be possible 
that they might buvo entered into ar- 
rangements to proceed with the work. 
He therefore thought that it might be 
injurious to the best interests of the 
province to interfere at the present time, 
and it, in his opinion, woull not be right 
to proceed with any bill which would 
have the effect o£ producing such a re- 
sult. He had been informed that satis- 
factory ftfrangementa had been made for 
the construction of thia railway or some 
portion of it during the early spring. 
Although that sissuraiioei was made, Vuo 
company would leave itsblf open to an 
attack of this kind, and notwithBtanding 
that assurance, if it did not proceed 
with the work, because the landa as he 
understood it were valuable and they 
could not be dealt with ; they were re- 
served, and when landa were locked up 
like that it liad a detrimental efTect 
upon the country. He would not oppose 
the bill, but it would be well to find 
some better title for it. 

Mr. Cotton wondered what the hon 
member had been doing in the last few 
months to make him so virtuous. Wiiy 
did he not attack the act when the time 
was extended last session? Mr. Ootton 
didered with Mr. Helmcken as to the 
head lines of the bill, for . Mr. Cotton 
thought that no better title could be 
given it. He was of opinion that the 
act was quite plain as to the intention of 
the house last year, yet as doubts had 
arisen as to its exact moaning the pre 
sent act was a very proper one. 

Dr. Walkem eaid he was the only man 
in the house who had raised his voice 
against the act paeaed last session. 
(Laughter.) IIo understood that a sale 
of the charter was being arranged with 
Montreal capitalists, and aa a result of 
that Kale the Provincial Secretary would 
pocket -tlSO.OOO. (Laughter.) He went 
on to intimate that the I'rovincial Sec 
rctaryhad taken advantage of the ex- 
cuse of public business at Ottawa to go 
east at the provincial expense. Three 
or four years ago when the elections 
were on some of the government had 
gone about at the public expense doing 
electioneering, 
• Mr. Cotton — "Why did you support 
them, then?" 

Dr. Walkem — "I supported them on 
the issue that it was better to have them 
in power than Mr. Cotton." (Laughter.) 

Hon. Mr. Baker — '-I wish to say that 
the BtutomentB made by the member for 
South Nanaimo (Dr. \Valkom) are ab- 
solutely untrue." 
Dr. Wolkem — "I am clad tohear.it." 
Hon. Mr. Baker — "Then you should 
have assured youiself of their accuracy 
before you made them." 

In denial of Dr. Walkem'a . charges 
that he made use of his position as a 
minister of the crown to profit by the 
railway, Hon. Mr. baker stated that he 
was interested in the Crow's Nest rail- 
way loflc before he was a member of 
the goyernment. If it had not been fvr 
his exertions the Crow's Nest Posa rail- 
way would never have been heard of. 
TJi? livnorable gentleman (Dr* Walkem) 
had asked how tuere wer§ ad irtiny ex- 
tensions of time. Surely members must 
bo aware of the great financial crisis 
that had made it very difficult to 
build any railway, otherwise the 
road would have been built long ago. 
The lionorable member had said nothing 
about other railways which got their 
grants at the same time aa the British 
Columbia Southern. 

" The statements," continued Col. 
Baker, " the hou. member (Br.Walkem) 
makes are as false aa many others that 
he has made. There appears to be no- 
thing in which the hon, member appears 
to so revel in as stirring up bitterness 
and strife. In fact, if- 1 had the pleasure 
of composing the gentleman's epitaph 
I might truthfully inacribe on his bead- 
atone: 

Here lioH William Wymond Walkem, 
Why, luaii! the wouieu he'd out-talk 'em 
If he passed to realms aliove, 
KarcweU to amity and love; 
Hut if he's gone to a lower level 
I can't, congratulate the Devil." 

This was followed by roars of laugh' 
ter. 

The Attorney-General announced that 
the second reading of the company's bill 
would be brought up next week, and re- 
marked that the suggestion was made 
that it should be referred afterwards to 
a committee of the house, aa had been 
the case with some important measures 
on former occasions. 

Hon. Col. Baker presented the follow- 
ing returns: 

1. Returning statement of bonds de- 
posited in the Provincial Secretary's 
office. 

2. Copiea of regulations made under 
the mining laws of the Province. 

3. Statement oi collectors of revenue 
paid by commiEsion. 

4. Statement of commons established. 
The house then vdjourned.

A 
large number of these people have been 
landed here without a dollar, and are a 
serious charge on the city.

MuOreary'yesterday e-ttended a formal 
welcome to the Odd Fellows who are 
hoie attending th6 Grafid lodge session. 
Hon. Mr. Cameron spoke on behalf ot 
the provinci; and expressed his apprecia- 
tion of tbe work of the order in the 
practice of benevolence and tbe care ot 
the sick. The present membership of 
tho Manitoba lodges ia L',7M, a net in- 
crease of 11)0 in the year. 

A report has reai'hed the citj' that a 
snowplow on the N. P., Morris-Brandon 
branch, had jumped the track and one 
man employed on it was killed.

Awful Mortality in the Central Native States 
— Gross Neglect of the Rajahs. 

-UiiiA, Feb. IS. — The special represen 
tative of the Associated Press, who is 
visiting the famine-stricken districts of 
India, has inspected the Central Native 
states and Bundelkund district. People 
from the former have been flocking into 
British territory for the past month, and 
hundreds of starving persons are meet- 
ing tho trains and begging as their only 
chance of subsistence. The villages are 
turning the refugees away and many are 
dying on the rails. 

Walking from one station to another 
the correspondent found live dead bod 
ies along tbe line. Children are desert- 
ed and left to forage for tfiemselves. 
Tho Rajahs were the lust to start relief 
works and tbe miscliief was done. 

The mortality is awful at Banda, the 
blackest spot of the Bundelkund pro 
vince, where out of a population of 700,- 
000 200,000 are receivinjj relief. The 
number is expected to reach 300,000.

story of His Assassination by Cubans Con 
tradicted-Said to Be Alive and Well. 

M.\i)itm, Feb. IS.— A dispatch from 
Havana says it is reported that Dr. '/'Or- 
tucha, who v/aa Maceo'a pbyaician and 
accompanied him at the time the insur 
gent leader met hia death, has been as 
sassinated. The report cannot aa yet be 
conlirmed. 

II.\v.\N.\, l''cb. IS. — ^Meiiibors of the 
family ot Dr. Zurtticha, who was Maceo'a 
physician and who aci;otnpanied tho in- 
surgent leader at the time of his death, 
deny tho report cabled from Madrid that 
JCertucha bud been aBsassinaterl by the 
Cubans for .purposea of revenge. They 
say that Dr. Zertucha was alive ami 
well two days ago at Melena del Sur. 
Officials connected with the civil gov- 
ernment, as wellaa Oapt.-General Wey- 
ler, claim to be absolutely ignorant re- 
garding the matter and have received no 
advices concerning tlie death of Dr. 
Zertucha.

TK ANS VA A L I N DEM N ITY. 

The Little Bill Presented to Great Britain 
on Behalf of President Kruger's 
Government. 

London, Feb. 18.— The secretary of 
state for the colonies, Rt. Hon; Joseph 
Chamberlain, announced in the House 
of Commons to-day that an official tele- 
gram has been received iroin the British 
agent at Pretoria, the capital of the 
Transvaal, on Tuesday, conveying the 
bill of indemnity jiresented by tbe 
Transvaal as a result of tlie Jameson 
rajd. The bill, he added, is diviiied in- 
to two heads. The first aska for tbe 
payment of £G77,U38, .3s Sd. 

"The material demand made under the 
second head by tho Transvaal is for 
CI, 000, 000 for '"' moral and intellectual 
damage." Mr. Chamberlain further 
said that the telegram stated tiiat tho 
foregoing demands do not include the 
legitimate private claims which may be 
advanced. 

A telegram from the British agent 
also fiiiya the indemnity is to be paitl by 
the Briti.sli government, "or caused to 
be paid by them," apparently suggesting 
that the government compel the British 
Chartered South African Company to 
pay it, or in default that the government 
must foot tbe bill. 



" CLOSER POLITICAL UNION." 

Attorney-General Smith on His Way From 
Honolulu to Washington. 

Sa.n' Francisco, Feb. 18. — Among the 
pitssengers from Honolulu on the Aus- 
tralia was Attornev-Goneral Smith, who 
will proceed at once to Washington 
to confer with Minister Hatch on 
the annexa'.ion (luestion. His sudden 
de|iarliue was the outcome of a hurried 
meeting of the Hawaiian cabinet after 
the receipt of important letters from 
Minister Hatch regarding annexation. 
Loring Thuiston, formerly Hawaiian 
minister to tbe United States, will ac- 
company Mr. Smith to Washington. 

" I go to W^ashington in tho sole inter- 
est of annexation," saiil Attorney-Gen- 
eral Smith to-day. Cable j)ropositiona 
or any other issue will be relegated to 
the rear. The cabinet has deemed it 
necessary from tho recent advices from 
iNIr. Ilalch to have a reiiresentative of 
the Hawaiian republic in Washington 
with power to act. " Matters whicli are 
of vital importance to tho island will 
jn-obably come up during tho fortnight 
that I shall be in Waahington, and auth- 
ority is vested in me to act lor this gov- 
ernment. It is closer political union 
with the United States that I will work 
for while in Washington."
